Smith, Inc., Ford Motor Agency7T520North Dixie, West Palm 
Beach, Florida , advised an Agent of the West Palm Beach, 
Florida, Resident Agency, that he had received information 
this date from one of his salesmen to the effect that some 
unknown individual was disseminating circulars in this area 
which" set forth that the Ford Motor Car Company was giving 
support to Communist activity in the United States, and there- 
fore anyone purchasing a Ford, Mercury or Lincoln automobile 
was in fact also supplying funds toward the Communist cause.

During the Pall of 1953* Kamp communicated frequently with 
the Director concerning the Director's intention to attend a function 
of the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith on November 23, 1953* at 
which President Eisenhower was honored by B'nai B'rith* 




BACKGROUND OP KAMP: 



There are 21 sections of Kamp's main file. Much of this 

I material consists of correspondence concerning Kamp's publications. 
A certain amount of investigation of him, however, has been conducted. 

HISTORY OP CONVICTIONS : 

Kamp was indicted during October, 1944, at Washington, D. C, 
I for his refusal to exhibit the books and records of the Constitutional 
Educational League to the House Committee on Campaign Expenditures 
pursuant to a subpoena issued by the Committee. Kamp got a hung jury 
in the course of the first trial, was retried, and on March JL6, 19^8, 
was found guilty and sentenced to four months' imprisonment and fined 
$100. On June 16, 1950, Judge Holtzoff ordered Kamp to serve the sentence 
and pay the fine. This sentence was served in the Federal House of 
Detention, New York City. 

On November 27, 1950, Kamp was again Indicted for a refusal 
to answer questions by a House committee. He was convicted in the 
District Court in the District of Columbia on June 28, 1951* On October 12? 
11951, Appellate Court granted a new trial. On February 6, 1952, Kamp fi 
(was tried before Judge James R. Kirklan without a jury and was acquitted.^

You will recall that John^gugas of the^fprd Company recently 
Informed me that Kamp has been very venomous about Ford asserting that 
every time you buy a Pord you help finance the Communists. Bugas wanted 
to know if there was any way at all we could help him with information 
about how Kamp is financed. 

Piles contain very little information about the financial 
affairs of Joseph P. Kamp or the Constitutional Educational League. 
The money of this organization has been pertinent on only one occasion - 
that was in connection with the second trial (1948) in the course of 
which it became important to establish the purpose for which the money 
given to the League between January and November, 1944, was contributed. 
This importance arose from the fact that the defense Kamp made to the 
contempt citation was that his was an educational organization and not 
a political group. 

0 The accounts of the Constitutional Educational League and 
Joseph Kamp were investigated at some length. > 

The report of Special Agent Prank S. Mitchell (A) in New Haven, 
Connecticut, February 5, 1947, (61-10355-48) sets out an analysis of 
deposits made between January 1 and September 7* 1944, and discusses 
some 30 deposits of sums in excess of f 100. It was determined that the 
majority of these deposits were received from industrial concerns located 
in the states of Wisconsin, Michigan, Illinois, Minnesota, Indiana, 
New York, and Ohio. These deposits in excess of $100 were not very 
large. There was one check for $500, another for $501, a couple for 
$400, and one for $1330. Oar Wood Industries, Inc., Detroit, contributed 
$700. These contributors almost unanimously stated that their contribu- 
tions were made in the belief they were making contributions to an 
educational effort for the purpose of combating Communism. (The results 
of interviews of contributors are set out in a report of John C. Manning, 
March 10, 1947, New Haven, Connecticut. 23 contributors were interviewed. 
61-10355-498) 

The New York Office contains no details of the financial 
affairs of the Constitutional Educational League or Joseph P. Kamp. 

RECOMMENDATION : 

I recommend I tell Bugas that as he knows Kamp is a Nationalist, 
anti-Communist, and anti-Semitic; that he puts out numerous pamphlets 
through the Constitutional Educational League at 342 Madison Avenue; that 
we have had no occasion to inquire into the source of their financing, but 
learned back in 1947 that the organization was financed in 1944 from the 
sale of pamphlets and relatively small contributions from various 
industrial organizations.
